2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoftfer and resell the article in dispute.

Hay, head Surgeon of the Royal Hospital, Calcutta, and was born May 4, 1777. 
She first appeared at Richmond in 1792 as Julia in “The Surrender of Calais’, and 
acted in Scotland and at Liverpool in 1793; in 1794 she married John Litchfield 
of the Privy Council Office and editor of The Monthly Mirror; played at Covent 
Garden, 1797-9 and 1800-5; acted Lady Macbeth Dec. 5, 1800, the original 
Ottalia in Monk Lewis’s ‘Alfonso King of Castile’ Jan. 15, 1802; acted at the 
Haymarket 1805-6; last appeared on the stage at the Haymarket Oct. 8, 1812 as 
Emilia in ‘Othello’, her best part. Died Jan. 11, 1854. 

Many portraits were painted of this distinguished actress; that of her by 
Samuel Drummond is in the Garrick Club, London, another by C. Allingham was 
engraved by Ridley in 1802 for The Monthly Mirror. Harlow painted her more 
than once. This one is a particularly brilliant portrait of her and is worthy to 
rank as a Lawrence. It was at one time in the collection of the late Viscount 
Curzon, an excellent judge of pictures.
